Capitalistic Food. 

.•\ French analyst some time ngoj 
amused bimself by constructing a; 
menu of the dinner of one who. i 
grratiy ilaring. would dine at a j 
cheap restaurant in Paris. The' 
exact i:,.m5 do not matter, but the 
general idea was that the diner, 
after swallowing soup nude from 
a meat extract, preserved by the ad: 
dkioti of boric acid, was regaled 
with .fish preserved frmu putrefac¬ 
tion by the same means; that his 
vegetables had been preserved in a 
bottle, and given, by the addition of 
copper, a bright green color, which 
produced a delusive appearance of 
freshness; that his sweet was inadc 
front fniit prcservetl in a solution 
of salicylic acid; that he ate with 
iiis cheese, which itself was loaded 
with mutton fat or cotton oil. mar¬ 
garine sprcatl on bread whitened 
with alum, and made from flotir to 
which plistcr-of-Paris had been ■ 
added to give it weight in the scales. 
These delectable viands were 
washed down with a plastered wine 
colc-ed with fuchsinc. His coffee— 
but the analyst refu.sed to discuss 
the coffee: the subject, hi- said, 
was too complex. M. de Nansouty 
has recently been withdrawing the 
veil which ctmccals the composi¬ 
tion of coffee in France. He tells 
us that even the careful man who 
buys Ills coffee in the green Ixrrry is 
not altogether safe, if he buys his 
berries roasted, he is more easily 
deceivetl. Tlie artificial berries in 
this case Ire made of coffee 
grounds mixed with baked flour. 
The berries, false and true, are titen 
roasted with a Ihtic fat. white cJf 
egg, sugar or molasses, and ac¬ 
quire a beautiful brown varnish, 
"pleasing to t)te eye.” But tlie man 
who buys his "coffee" ground, is 
indeed rash. The list of constitu¬ 
ent parts is kmg; Chicory (which 
itself is sometimes adultcratetl!). 
beetroot, turnips, parsnips, carrots, 
tlandelion, acorns, horse-chestnuts, 
liazel nuts. figs, prunes, couch 
grass, pistachios, ahnonds, wal¬ 
nuts, peanuts, dates, a|>ples, pears 
—all these substances, generally in 
“dairagcd" condition, art mixed to* 
gethcr, ground and roasted, and 
mixed with a little real coffee.—Ex.
